Philippine islands, wliich the 
JOUB^AL t\ few days Hgo denied she 
posse"9(.'(1 to the amount of n farthing, 
the ligreetneut to pay that amount, or 
any sum for those island ia very like a 
confession that they have not fallen to 
us ia a way that places us under any 
obligations to take them. Neither in- 
dividuals nor nations pay large sums 
for the privilege of dischatging a duty 
which it would be H " wrong' upon their 
part not to perform." Had the ques- 
tion been raised a year ago, if it was 
worth while to go into the Eastern 
hemisphere and speed $20,000,000 for 
the acquisition of temtory> it would 
have been scouted as an iusaae pro'po- 
sition. This would have been because 
lurritory ia that quarter wo»ld not 
have been regarded as au appropiate 
possession for our country. Yet we 
are to pay $20,000,000 not for the terri- 
tory, but for Hpam'a "sovereignty" 
over it, when, it being onrs by con- 
quest, if we chose to claim it as such, 
that nation did -not possess a nickel's 
worth of what she sold. 


The question whether this nation is 


under obligations to lay out eo large a 
auia of money for that purpose is likely 
U> bu raised by some of the more prac- 
tieiil of our public men iu this connec- 
tion. It the reply be because of our 
duty to the people of the Philippine 
ialatiils. it may be aaid in response that 
there is no rail for as to pay Spain for 
being allowed to discharge that duty.
